The case of the clandestine chef

cards; no air-conditioning. 


It was a look that cut through me like a 
Sabatier knife, a glare that diced my 
curiosity into a hundred pieces. I was 
merely making a call on the pay phone by 
the open kitchen door and idly observi 
the chef's preparation of a chicken dish — 
perhaps my very own — when he 
momentarily stopped and looked me back 
to my table like a lefty with a good move 
to first base. I asked our waitress what 
that look meant. She said the chef was 
funny that way. He thought I was trying 
to steal his recipes. I said I was only 
making a phone call. She said it was that 
way with his specials; he once even 
thought of patenting them. 


Now I must add that the two Fidele’s | 


specials we tried were excellent, for the 
most part, but not entirely scrutable. A 
culinary artist with a bit more knowledge 
than I might well be able to divine the 
contents. In any case, it was not my 
intention to demystify the meal he 
prepared for us, only to eat it. And eating 
it was largely a pleasure. 

When you eat here, ask the waitress for 
the list of specials — which she will 
promptly recite at great length and with 
editorial asides. From a selection of about 
eight, I chose something called sweet and 
sour chicken ($4.95). This dish consisted 
of three pieces of boned chicken breast in 
egg batter, sauteed in two kinds of wine — 
evidently a sweet, maybe a marsala, and a 
dry — and served with a mess of fresh 
mushrooms. It was, as they say in the ad

agencies, a Palate Pleaser. The fillets 
were buttery and the sauce had a vinegary 
edge to it, like a piccante sauce. The veal 
saltimbocca was costly at $7.50 because 
the price of veal has risen recently; were it 
not for a certain resilience on the part of 
the veal itself, the dish would have been 
eminently worth the price. As it was, the 
dish was flawed only by the texture of the 
meat. Thin-sliced ham and plenty of 
provolone and mushrooms, all aided by a 
sweet wine, embraced the vealnicely. The 
eggplant parmigiana ($2.75), selected 
from the regular menu, was more than 
adequate, and the fettucine alfredo we 
sampled as a first course was delicious but 
a little singular in preparation. The pasta 
was not as thick as I am accustomed to 
and the dish was prepared with very little 
cream, so that the ample amounts of 
parmesan cheese gathered gummily. 

Fedele’s seats only about 30 (in the 
space formerly occupied by Casa Mia). 
Because of the space restraints, seafood 
and steak entries have had to be 
discontinued. But apart from the specials, 
there are the predictable veal, ‘chicken 
and pasta offerings. 

My chief beef with Fedele’s is that like 
so many restaurants it is so intensely 
concerned with the picture that it ignores 
che frame. The bread was going stale, and 
the house salads were too tedious for a 
neighborhood in which better greens and 
olives are readily available. 

Fedele’s will soon move to nearby Fleet 
Street in the North End, where, one 
presumes, the chef (who is so clandestine 
that he pours his cooking wines into 
unmarked bottles) will see to it that the 
pay phone is not situated by the kitchen 

oor.

Play it again, Sox 


All right, so maybe the Red Sox aren’t 
going to win it this year. Now what? Well, 
you can dream of the unlikely triumphs of 
the future, or you can visit Northeastern 
University and feast on the real glories of 
the past at an exhibit of Red Sox 
memorabilia from 1901 to 1911, when the 
team played at the old Hunti 
Avenue grounds — which happens to be 
where Northeastern’s Physical Education 
Center now stands. 

In those years the locals — they were 
known as the Pilgrims until 1907, when 
they took their present name — were no 
dynasty, but they won two pennants and 
captured the first World Series ever 
played, defeating Pittsburgh five games 
to three in 1903. (The next year they won 
the pennant again, but the National 


‘League refused to put a team into the 


series.) And the Bostons glittered with 
some of the shiniest names in baseball 
history, including the overpowering Cy 
Young, Tris Speaker, and Smoky Joe 
Wood. All are commemorated in pictures, 
clippings, and other treasures at the 
Northeastern exhibit. 

The displays show both that some 
things never change and that ‘nothing 
stays the same. An old score card reveals, 
for example, that a ground out to 
shortstop was marked 6-3, the way it is 
today. But strikeouts were recorded with 


a slash instead of today’s familiar K, and . 


scoring was much less detailed. Also, the 
players look considerably more casual, at 
least in team poses: in one picture, some 
of the players stand, some sit, and some 
just lie on their stomachs. The display 
includes beautiful player cards in full 
color, issued not by bubble gum makers 
but by tobacco companies. (Is baseball a 
game for people with oral fixations?) 
There’s an autographed picture of the 
fabulous Red Sox outfield of Speaker, 
Harry Hooper and Duffy Lewis, all of 
whom swatted over .300 in 1911. (Match 
that, Messrs. Rice, Lynn and Evans!)

Touting Toots 

Peter Herbst’s review of Toots and the 
Maytals at the Jazz Workshop (July 4) 
could not have been farther from the 
point. 

I have been to Jamaica only once, 
with a friend who was collecting data for 
a Princeton anthropology thesis dealing 
with the Rastafarians. In Kingston we 
were generally approached as potential 
sources of income, spoken to with a 
certain disdain until my friend’s 
erudition convinced them that we were 
on the path of Ja. (We’re both white.) At 
that point our salesman-informant 
would lower his quoted ganja price and 
begin to offer us Rasta instruction. A 
large part of the latter was political and 
dealt with the generally evil character of 
America and Americans (to which we 
were apparently an exception). When we 
pointed out that Rasta reggae singers 
ventured nonetheless into the darkest 
heart of Babylon, they would quote the 
Gospels at us, pointing out that Rastas 
are expected to be evangelists. (Here one 
might point out that American 
engagements are profitable as well, but 
that sort of cynicism would be wasted on 
a Rasta; even the poorest of Rastas don’t 
begrudge their singers — who are

treated almost as saints — what money 
they make in Babylon.) In any case, we 
were assured, the musicians don’t like to 
spend much time in America. 

Far from being the toothy-grinned 
crowd-pleaser depicted by Herbst, Toots 
was playing an extremely complex role. 
At the beginning of the (Thursday 
night) program his contempt for the 
infidel audience was evident; as 
illustrated by the following interchange: 

Audience: Yeah, yeah! eo 

Toots: You know, it makes me feel 
good, all you people saying “Yeah, 
yeah!” 

Audience (louder): Yeah, yeah! 
Toots (interrupting, with a laugh): 
That’s all right, I didn’t really mean it. 
At this point he announced that he 

was directing the remainder of the 
concert to those “few” in the audience 
with the “true Rasta spirit,” stopped 


smirking, and went on to begina © 


performance which might be interpreted 
either as a total hoax on the audience or 
a ritual for the benefit of the faithful, 
with Toots in the role of priest (a 
surprising priest, but the religion is also 
surprising). 

Stylistic matters aside, one can hardly 
compare a reggae performance with an 
American soul performance; the latter is 
generally not intended as a sacrament 
(although a Rasta might argue that with 
you). Whether the religious nature of 
Toots’s performance justifies setting 
aside standards of style is not a simple 
question; Herbst failed even to recognize 
its relevance.

Berklee barbs 


The article by Lyle Cello concerning 
the Berklee College of Music (Musical 
Instruments Supplement, July 13) was 
interesting and provocative. Questions 
that were posed, such as the value of a 
music education, often don’t demand an 
answer until one reaches a point of 
despair, frustration and bewilderment. 
The Berklee experience is unique in the 
sense of sanctity it can create during 
one’s stay. The school is expensive and 
offers opportunities that one would ‘not 
readily encounter elsewhere. However, 
the expense is not a major criticism. My 
primary observation is that there is little 
encouragement and preparation for 
students to tackle the outside world of 
the music business. Students often 
depart Berklee with totally unrealistic 
perspectives. As the article pointed out, 
there just isn’t enough work to support 
the number of musicians seeking 
employment. In the years I attended 
Berklee (1970-1975), never once was 
there serious acknowledgement and/or 
explanation of just what things were like 
outside the school. Perhaps this is not a 
role a school should assume; in any 
event, many of my contemporaries were 
rudely awakened when it became 
apparent that their works for flute, 
soprano sax, and drum set were not 
going to bring in a $200 check week after 
week. So many retire back to Ma and Pa 
to write and play on their expense 
account, choose to live the $50-a-week 
existence on Hemenway St. or 
ultimately bite their tongues and play 
for gold leisure suits and white vinyl 
shoes at the Chateau de Ville. 

Recently, on a break during a gig, 
after having already worked 40 hours as 
a truck driver, I walked among the 
Granadas, Volares and Cordobas (“I 
know my own needs’”’) in the parking lot 
of a club. The realization hit me: these 
are the immediate fruits.of my Berklee 
experience. So be it for tone rows and 
Opus 131... . Got to get back to work 
to.play more “Hully Gully,” and of 
course, “Proud Mary.”

The genius of Tom Joyce: Knowing and cultivating people 
who'll be in power 10 years down the pike

Thomas Macken inn. It’s not exactly 
a household name. Even on Beacon Hill 
where he has operated for more than 40 
years as lobbyist and influence peddler on 
behalf of some of the most formidable 
parts of the private sector — banks, util- 
ities and insurance firms among them — 
his activities have been shrouded — the 
result, he says, of his “ for anon- 
ymity.”” Yet he is the most powerful lob- 
byist in Massachusetts, a status attained 
through a knack for befriending future 
political leaders, the accumulation of 
IOUs and the dispensation of favors — all 
backed by a crack staff of specialists and 
his awesome coalition of clients that al- 
lows him to pyramid his access and influ- 
ence. 


It is a quiet afternoon in late June. Out- 
side the Massachusetts Senate chamber, 
the elevator stops. Tom Joyce at 62, tall 
and broad shouldered, with grey hair cut 
in a ’50s-style butch, eases out and into 
the corridor. He nods a polite “hello” to 


the uniformed court officer, scans the 
scene purposefully and saunters up to two 
other lobbyists who are chatting in a cor- 
ner. The three men stroll down the cor- 
ridor and back again. The other two do 
most of the talking. Joyce listens, nod- 
ding from time to time, adding a com- 
ment intermittently. 

The other two drift off, leaving Joyce 
alone. A senator emerges from the cham- 
ber. Joyce catches his eye. As if called, the 
senator approaches Joyce and they walk 
off for privacy. The informal chit-chat 
continues for a half-hour, as a series of 
senators and lobbyists take their turns at 
Joyce’s side. 

They are his friends and contacts. They 
are providing him with information — the 
raw data from which he creates his strat- 
egies. He has come to the State House to 
check on the half-dozen of the hundreds of 
bills of his professional concern that are in 
the critical legislative phase. And now, 
having picked the brains of eight or nine 
key lawmakers and lobbyists, his after- 


ileged accounts of the inner develop- 
ments in a federal probe into bribery al- 
legations involving a powerful legislator, a 
report on the latest plans to fight the Nov- 
ember ballot proposition to ban non-re- 
turnable bottles and cans, inquiries from 
friends in the legislature about the avail- 
ability of summer jobs in the private sec- 
tor, requests for encouragement from am- 
bitious young amy — even reports 
that the Phoenix has been asking ques- 
tions about him. 

Whatever it is, if it has political im- 


_ plications, however obscure, it is likely

During last year’s 
fiscal crisis, which left the state tottering 
on the brink of default and the banking 
community on the verge of hysteria, Joyce 
played a similar role, only this time the 
initiative came from Harrington. 

“In 1975,” he recalls, “I said to Joyce, 
‘Banks and notes: The Governor’s office 
says X; [State Treasurer Robert] Crane 
says Y; [Senator William] Saltonstall, 
who claims to know something about this, 
says Z.’ 

“T said to Joyce, ‘What the hell’s going 
on?’ He said, ‘T'll put you in touch with

“the largest single stable of clients any- 
where in Massachusetts,” as one envious 
lobbyist put it — provide him with in- 
come in excess of $100,000 a year, not to 
mention revenue enough to retain a large 
full-time staff. 


The Harrington Li ‘ig 

It is money well _ for in Joyce his 
clients have a man with unique access to 
and influence over most of the govern- 
ment’s key decision-makers. For ex- 
ample, Kevin Harrington. 

The two men met 17 years ago, when 
Harrington was a freshman senator — 
and Joyce had already been a lobbyist for 
23 years. As Harrington rose through the 
Senate hierarchy, the relationship flour- 
ished. Today, says Harrington, it is 
“unique,” a close bond of loyalty and 
trust held together “by chemistry and 
mutual respect.” The two men speak fre- 
quently, perhaps three or four times a 
week, often just to pass an idle hour, at 
other times over the weightiest of issues. 

To Harrington, Joyce is not a lobbyist 
but a friend and a resource, his eyes and 
ears in the “private sector.” It is through 
Joyce that issues are defined for Harring- 
ton. “The other day,” says the Senate 

“Joyce said to me, ‘Would you 


President, 
be interested in talking to a couple of

“I said, ‘Sure.’ I met with them. I 
learned a great deal. For example, they 
were talking about building a new nuc- 
lear plant in Massachusetts. Since the 


four or five guys who can give it to you 
straight.’”” Thus through Joyce Harring- 
ton obtained his perception of what was 
wrong and, more important, what should 
be done to set it right. 

Joyce’s influence on Harrington is ob- 
vious. When he became Senate president 
in 1971, he carried liberal credentials and, 
by his own account, was estranged from 
the business community. Today, all that 
has changed, and now, as Joyce says, “‘the 
business community appreciates Har- 
rington.”” And with good reason, for Har- 
rington among all figures on Beacon Hill 
has through Joyce developed the closest of 
rapport with leaders of the private sector 
and a sensitivity for their concerns. Via 
the powers of his office, he has become 
their most vigorous advocate in the 
government — as his attacks on environ- 
mental protection, his willingness to 
crush rent control and his series of 
schemes to change the utility rate struc- 
ture in favor of small users attest. 

Indeed, so long as Harrington is’ pres- 
ident of the Senate, and as long as his ad- 
miration of Joyce remains, it is unlikely 
that any threat to his friend’s interests 
will succeed. Rep. Robert Ambler of Wey- 
mouth, head of the government Regula- 
tions Committee, which has produced 
much legislation that Joyce’s clients in 
the utility field find threatening, finds 
Harrington’s one. of Joyce’s interests 
exasperating.

In the Cod’s Belly _ 

Take, for example, the history of a 
seemingly innocent bill to extend the Bea- 
con Hill Historic District to include part 
of the block bounded by Beacon, Park and 
Tremont Streets — diagonally across 
from the State House. The bill proposed 
to give a commission of Beacon Hill resi- 
dents certain powers over protected prop- 
erties in order to insure that architec- 
tural integrity was not sacrificed in the 
name of progress. The bill went smoothly 
enough through the House last year but 
was side-tracked in the Senate, “stuff 
says its sponsor, Rep. Barney Frank, “in 
the belly of the Sacred Cod, where only 
Kevin could reach it.” 

No one could figure out why, until one 
day the thought struck Frank that Joyce’s 
building, a handsome piece of 1803 archi- 
tecture which he’d bought for $165,000 in 
1963, stood in the disputed territory. The — 
mystery was solved. Joyce had been fear- 
ful that the legislation would threaten his 
control over his property. And he'd ex- 
pressed those fears to Harrington, who’d 
said that in that case he’d sit on the bill. 
Frank went to see Joyce and explained 
that the bill did not seriously impinge 
upon his prerogatives as a property owner. 
Joyce said in that case he had no further 
objections, and conveyed the message to 
Harrington. “And then,” Joyce recalls 
with a mischievous grin, “the legislature, 
in its wisdom, put it through.” 


* 

The relationship Joyce has with Har- 
rington is far from an aberration; it is only 
the most apparent manifestation of a 
modus operandi that Joyce has been per- 
fecting ever since he first arrived on Bea- 
con Hill in 1936, when two gurus in the 
“hail fellow well met” school of politics- 
by-influence — Norman MacDonald, the 
late head of the Massachusetts Taxpay- 
ers’ Foundation, and the legendary state 
Public Works Chief Bill Callahan — took 
him under their wings. 

At the time Joyce was 22. He was born 
into a working-class family whose modest 
income was earned by his father, a plant 
worker at General Electric. In 1930, at 16, 
Joyce left home to make his career as a 
lawyer and, with $50 in his pocket, 
headed for New York University, where he 
majored in accounting and taxation and 
became president of his class and head of 
the debating society. 

One day,-in need of money, he was 
asked if he’d like to try some boxing. 
Though untrained, Joyce said “yes” and 
helped put himself t school fight- 
ing in so-called “bootleg-clubs.” “You 
fought theoretically as an amateur. After 
the fight, they gave you a watch. On the 
back of the watch was anything from a 
$20 bill to a $100 bill. You took the mon- 
ey and returned the watch,” he says 
laughing. “It was not big time at all.”

State Representative Marie Howe (D- 
Somerville) has retained the legal 
services of her Beacon Hill colleague, 
Senator William Bulger (D-South 
Boston), as she prepares for a July 29 
hearing in South Boston District Court 
on her July 17 arrest during Tall Ships 
festivities at the Boston Army Base. - 

Howe and a Somerville associate, 
attorney Charles Leo Buckley, were 
arrested for disorderly conduct after 
they tried to enter the base without 
passes, according to Boston Police 
Deputy Superintendent Lawrence 
Quinlan, who ordered the arrests. Howe 
has been quoted as saying she was 
attempting to present a legislative 
citation to the crew of a British vessel. 

“They [Howe and Buckley] gave the 
officers a bad time,” Quinlan said in an 
interview last week. “They were 
abusive. The officers bent over : 
backwards [in dealing with them].” 
Asked in what way they were abusive, 
Quinlan replied: ‘‘Her [Howe’s] 

language was very abusive.” 

Boston Police records show that Howe 
was booked as “Rita Plunkett, AKA 
{also known as] Marie Howe.” A police 
spokesman said that during the brief 
affray which preceded her arrest, Howe 
alternately identified herself as “Rita 
Plunkett” of West Roxbury and showed 
a State House card identifying herself as 
a member of the Great and General 
Court. Quinlan, who also confirmed 
this, commented: “I knew who she was 

. I told her to come to her senses and 
behave like a representative . . I gave 
her five minutes.” 

Apparently upset that the Howe 
incident marred an otherwise pleasant 
day, Quinlan added: “Everybody 
behaved .. . . she was the only one who 
didn’t behave . . . . She may act up out 
in Somerville, but let her come into 
Boston and she’s going to behave. We’re 
law-and-order people in here.” 

There have been several allegations 
concerning the biting of Sgt. John 
Gifford, another police officer involved 
in the arrests. According to Boston City 
Hospital records, Gifford was treated for 
an arm injury at 6:10 p.m. on July 17; an 
Official Boston Police report says the 
sergeant was released after treatment for 
“a human bite” on his left arm.

...But you can float me

Having taken it upon myself to crash 
the Mayor’s “exclusive” Tall Ships party 
at Long Whari — the very same party 
that Warnergate grand jury foreman 
Thomas O’Brien (no relation) attended 
uninvited — I can sort of sympathize with 
the guy when he tells the Globe he sees no 
impropriety in his actions and that he 
went to the affair, after all, to see the 
ships, not Kevin White. 

This reporter finagled his way into the 
bash for precisely the same reason and, 
like the unfortunate foreman (who ob- 
tained from a.friend.an invite originally 
offered to Channel 4’s Shelby Scott), I, 
too, shamelessly made use of someone 
else’s invitation. But, of course, one can 
argue that if reporters forego opportuni- 
ties to attend such fetes, how will they be 
able to tell the public what goes on at 
them? If, for example, the Globe’s David 
Rogers had decided against accepting the 
kind invitation from Mayor and Mrs. 
White to come down and see the ships, he 
wouldn’t have spotted and photographed 
the grand jury foreman. And the public 
has a right to know! 

If you don’t buy any of that, perhaps 
you will take consolation in learning that 
the dozen or so “‘press’”’ boats that haun- 
ted the harbor as the Tall Ships proces- 
sion proceeded were hooted and jeered by 
the crowds of onlookers — and rightly so, 
since I saw maybe one or two people 
whom I recognized as legitimate working 
journalists among the myriad folk sun- 
ning themselves on those “press’’ boats.

An edition of the Boston Herald Amer- 
ican that seems to undergo a minimum of’ 
editorial scrutiny is the one labeled 
“Cambridge-Somerville” which amounts, 
basically, two re-plated pages of re- 
written Cambridge and Somerville-orien- 
ted press releases and puffery inserted in- 
to a paper that is otherwise identical to 
the Herald “city” editions. 

Featured in the Friday, July 9 edition, 
for example, was a photo and story, writ- 
ten by the Herald’s Korean-born repor- 
ter, J. C. Kim, hyping a weekend MIT 
appearance by the Korean Folk Arts 
Troupe. 

The troupe performed at Kresge Audi- 
torium over the following weekend and 
then, on Wednesday, July 13, the Cam- 
bridge-Somerville Herald ran Kim’s fol- 
low-up article, variously describing the 
extravaganza as “brilliant,”’ “dazzling,” 
and one of the “most memorable mo- 
ments” of Cambridge’s Bicentennial ob- 
servance. This was on page 12. Facing it, 
on page 13, were a photo and caption re- 
ferring to the very same event. 

* 

There was, one would hope, a bit of em- 
barrassment in the air at Mayor White’s 
press office, meanwhile, after a prover- 
bial hastily prepared press release had 
been sent out to media representatives ex- 
pressing the Mayor’s anger at the Police 
Patrolmen’s Association for their “Crime 
City” leafleting campaign. In the press 
statement, White is quoted as saying: 

“Boston is not a crime city. 

“It is intolerable and unconscionable.” 

Media outlets deserve credit for resis- 
ting the temptation to head their ac- 
counts, “White Terms City Intolerable, 
Unconscionable.”

who had spent many an anxious 
month waiting for something 
good to happen here, it came 
with the concert on the Espla- 
nade, the arrival of the Tall 
Ships and the visit by Queen 
Elizabeth. The sun, literally and 
figuratively, shone on this city 


for two successive weekends. . 


Even a spate of bombings, a 
handful of protesters and ges- 
tures of defiance by several poli- 
ticians did not interrupt the par- 


ty. 

Although the police union 
tried to mar the festivities, their 
“Fear City” campaign was be- 
lied by the nonviolent frivolity of 
the celebrations. The new 
Waterfront Park in the North 
End did not become “the former 
Waterfront Park,” as one city 
worker had speculated it might, 
despite the crowd of thousands 
that filled it to see the Tall 
Ships. Traffic jams were far 
fewer than expected, proving, as 
another city official said, that 
Bostonians and tourists could be 
induced to leave their cars at 
home, and moreover that the 
MBTA could rise to the occa- 
sion. 

The events prompted unex- 
pected shows of good humor. On 
Long Wharf, among the hun- 
dreds enjoying Tall Ships and 
free beer, were municipal labor 
union leaders Michael Botelho 
and Frank Gay with their arms 
draped around Vice-Mayor 
Edward Sullivan and city nego- 
tiator Robert Holland; as if

there had never been a dispute 
between them. 

Mayor White was heard 
cracking jokes about Jack 
Warner and the grand jury in- 
vestigation that has been a 
source of aggravation to him for 
many months. In fact, the Mayor 
exhibited a _light-heartedness, 
during all the receptions and for- 
malities, which had been con- 
spicuously absent for close to a 
year. With his wife Kathryn, he 
pranced around the City Hall 
courtyard at the Saturday night 
dance honoring the captains of 
the Tall Ships, high on the spirit 
of the event. He glowed with de- 
light while escorting the Queen 
around Boston and sat on the re- 
viewing stand with her watch- 
ing Sunday’s parade, tapping his 
foot and clapping his hands in 

time to the music — in contrast 
to Governor Dukakis, who look- 
ed as if he wished he were some- 
place else, And at one point he 


was: business being business, the 
Governor missed the Sunday 
luncheon for the Queen and went 
to South Station to say goodbye 
to the delegates on their way to 
the Democratic National Con- 
vention. 

The Whites also got a laugh 
out of a certain protocol offi- 
cial’s admonition to the Mayor 
to ‘‘keep his hands off the 
Queen.” “Kevin has a habit, you 
know, of touching people when 
he talks to them,” explained 
Mrs. White, “patting them on 
the back, or taking their hand, 
and he was told ‘You just don’t 
do that with Her Majesty.’ I 
hope he doesn’t forget.” 

He didn’t, but had to notice- 
ably restrain himself at some 
points, particularly when es- 
corting the Queen down the 
flight of stairs from the review- 
ing stand. 

At times, the Queen looked as 
if she could use a shoulder to 


lean on. When she first stepped 
off the royal yacht Britannia 
onto the ramp, she appeared to 
stumble a bit, and grimaced. 
Quickly, though, she was all 
smiles and barely showed a 
touch of discomfort the rest of 
the day. If one looked closely, 
though, at the end of her visit, as 
she and Prince Philip stood at 
the rail of the Britannia and 
waved goodbye, the hatless and 
gloveless monarch stood on one 
foot for a while with the other 
tucked up behind her, either 
scratching a royal itch or re- 
lieving a royally tired leg. 

It had been.a long day for the 
people with the Queen, too. Bar- 
bara Eachus, the British consu- 
late’s information officer, who 
had accompanied the press pool 
throughout the day on the un- 
royal flatbed truck, was begin- 
ning to come apart at the seams 
by evening when she was told the 
royal party was waiting for her 
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Boston 


on the yacht, where she was to 
receive an award. “I thought oh, 
no, this is it for me. I’ve kept the 
Queen waiting,’ said Mrs. 
Eachus. But runs in her stock- 
ings and all, she made it to the 
yacht, greeted the Queen and 
then forgot how to exit properly. 
“But at that point I think I could 
have crawled out on all fours and 
no one would have noticed. 
Everyone looked so tired.” Ex- 
hausted but elated, the British 
embassy staff termed the visit to 
Boston the highpoint of the 
Queen’s American tour. 


Melnea Cass, the veteran 
community activist from Rox- 
bury, also noticed the Queen’s 
attempts to rest by foot-shuf- 
fling on board the yacht. “But 
she was so gracious and looked 
very happy,” said Mrs. Cass, one 
of 250 prominent Bostonians 
presented to the Queen at that 
affair. ‘She told me how pleased 
she was that I was there,” said 
Mrs. Cass, who noted that in 
this, her 80th year, “The honor 
of being invited to the Queen’s 
house-on-the-water is some- 
thing I'll never forget.” 


It was the little touches that 
made the weekend’s extrava- 
ganzas even more memorable. 
School committee member Pixie 
Palladino said she will tell her 
grandchildren that she had 
lunch with the Queen of Eng- 
land “and then my husband and 
I took the streetcar home.” Bos- 
ton budget director Richard 
Wall will recall that he per- 
sonally grew and picked the roses 
that adorned the Queen’s table

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Timilty greases his political

The Mayor of Bostgn and the 
almost-Mayor of Boston are both 
preoccupied these days with 
thoughts of future elections. Jo- 
seph Timilty is working on two 
fronts: his own re-election to the 
state Senate, an act not expec- 
ted to require much effort, and 
Jimmy Carter's election to the 
presidency. Kevin White is shor- 
ing up his political organization 
in preparation for the 1979 may- 
oral campaign — presumably on 
his own behalf, but assuredly for 
the candidate of his choice if he 
decides not to run. And the cur- 
rent maneuverings of both 
groups are likely to have a sig- 
nificant impact on the. next may- 
oral election, whether it be an- 
other White-Timilty face-off or 
not, since the two camps will be 
the strongest political networks 
in the city. 


About the same time that Sen. 


Timilty and most of his top cam- 
paign aides jumped whole- 
heartedly into the Carter cam- 
paign, Mayor White and his top 
campaign aides called on White 
supporters in each section of the 


city to keep their own machine 
oiled and operational. The tim- 
ing of the two events hardly 
seemed coincidental. 

When Timilty stepped into 
the race against White last time 
around, he was just one of a 
crowd. There were several other 
possible “‘anti-hysing” candi- 
dates, Louise Day Hicks, Rep. 
Ray Flynn, Sen. William Bulger 
among them, but as the primary 
drew near it was Timilty who 
worked harder, garnered more 
support from the less-anti-bus- 
ing anti-busers, and looked to be 
the most viable candidate. But it 
was not until late in the cam- 
paign, after the primary, that 
Timilty pulled together a com- 
petent organization which paid 
enough attention to the nuts and 
bolts of campaigning (such as 
identifying the vote and getti 
it to the polls) that he nearly cost 
White the election. 

If the two fight it out again, 
Timilty will enter the contest 
with more experience, prestige, 
power and potential financial 
backing than probably anyone 
could have estimated six months 


ago. This is because of his close 
affiliation with Carter, and that 


affiliation, ironically, is in part 


the result of Carter’s antipathy 
toward White. 

After the 1972 presidential 
election, Carter and White 
served as co-chairmen of a sub- 
committee of the Democratic 
party, in which position White 
reportedly, to Carter’s pique, 
grabbed the spotlight. Peanut 
growers, like elephants, have 
long memories. 

In 1974, Timilty met Carter at 
the Democratic mini-conven- 
tion in Kansas City and, said the 
Senator in an interview, “I was 
impressed by the Governor's in- 
itiative and industry. He repre- 
sented something different and 
we needed something differ- 
ent.”’ Timilty also said that one 
of his attractions to Carter, and 


‘one lesson he learned from the 


Carter candidacy, is that 
“people in the political process 
are viewed as part of the prob- 
lem.” Carter has promised to 
bring new blood and vitality to 
Washington; Timilty’s cam- 
paign for mayor, which was be- 


And peanut oil proves a powerful lubricant 


ing planned at the same time as 
Carter’s for president and which 
Carter and Timilty discussed, 
promised a change and new “in- 
tegrity” for Government Center. 


Common Tastes 

While talking about their com- 
mon tastes, it is easy to imagine 
that the two politicians talked 
about their common distastes — 
one of whom was White. 

In January of this year, at the 


‘urging of Pat Caddell, the Cam- 


bridge pollster and political 
strategist who has worked with 
and is close to both Timilty and 
Carter, Timilty decided to get 
“very active” in the Carter or- 
ganization. Not only did he add 
his enthusiasm and expertise, 
but he encouraged his key wor- 
kers to join the Georgian’s cam- 
paign. Tom Menino, a Hyde 
Park resident, ran Carter's head- 
quarters in Wilkes-Barre and 
Scranton; Paul Shone, from 
West Roxbury, was in Atlanta 
keeping tabs on convention dele- 
gates; Brighton resident Frank 
Connolly worked for Carter in 
Pennsylvania and Maryland; 


Bostonian Kevin Carr was Car- 
ter’s state coordinator here; and 
Bostonian Robert “Skinner” 
Donahue ran the state of Penn- 
sylvania for Carter on that cru- 
cial primary election day and 
then went on to Michigan and 
Ohio. 

-. Timilty people were also part 
of the Carter organization in 
New Jersey, Wisconsin and In- 
diana, and Timilty himself 
played a large role in working 
Rhode Island and helped draft 
Carter’s position paper on ur- 
ban affairs. 

Carter did not fare so well in 
Massachusetts but, according to 
sources within the Timilty-Car- 
ter camp, this didn’t diminish 
Timilty’s stature with the pres- 
idential contender. The fault 
was thought to be more with the 
Carter regulars here, Francis 
Meany and James Henigan, 
than with Timilty and his crew, 
who were immersed in pre- 
paring policy papers and work- 
ing in other states where Carter 
thought he had a better shot and 
also where he believed he must — 
make a better showing.

These little spats never lasted 
for long, however; the men were, 
after all, friends. Besides, there 
were many other ways for each to 
help the other. Joyce had worked 
hard for Sargent’s election, dis- 

cussing strategies, mobilizing 
support from his friends in the 
business community and help- 
ing Sargent raise money. And 
soon after he’d won in 1970, Sar- 
gent gave Joyce “a little thank- 
you,” as one source put it, by 
naming the then-top criminal at- 
torney in Joyce’s office, the res- 
pected Tom Dwyer (father of the 
present assistant district attor- 


The Fuller Story 

Four years later, in the 1974 
campaign, Joyce again played a 
role in gubernatorial politics. 
The business-oriented Repub- 
lican, Peter Fuller, had solicited 
Joyce’s support in a plan to chal- 
lenge Sargent in the primary, 
conjuring up the chilling pros- 
pect of a battle that would leave 
the victor vulnerable to the chal- 
lenge from the Democratic nom- 
inee. Joyce demurred and, with 
Sargent’s approval, arranged a 
meeting between Sargent and 
Fuller to discuss ways of avoid- 
ing the clash. Joyce was the only 
other person present (though 
when questioned in 1974 about 
the meeting by the Phoenix, he 
denied attending) and acted as 
intermediary. The session 
proved fruitless and Fuller later 
withdrew as a candidate. Yet the 
episode is a vivid example of the 


level at which Joyce operates. “I 
was just there,” says Joyce, “asa 
friend of the family.” 

It would be hard to underes- 
timate the importance of Joyce’s 
close relationships with govern- 


_ment leaders, but to contest suc- 


cessfully the fate of hundreds of 
bills on diverse subjects — some 
major, others obscure — also re- 
quires an organization. And over 
the years, Joyce has assembled 
his carefully, structuring it very 
much like a governmental staff, 
filling it with legal and lobbying 
experts. Yet when hiring, Joyce 
always seeks an additional qual- 
ity — whether it is expertise in 
an area where he is deficient or 
increased access to a new sector 
or group. 

Joyce himself is general coun- 
sel to the commercial banks. He, 
by his own description, “gives 
them advice, if asked, with res- 
pect to broad policy questions” 
or on such matters as “the selec- 
tion of a Washington counsel.” 


Then, when the banks seize on 
an issue, Joyce sends out junior 
partner John Roddy to do the 
formal lobbying. 

Matters involving clients Aet- 
na and R. L. Polk, a firm that 
specializes in the publication of 
directories (and is therefore in- 
terested in continued access to 
the-Registry’s list of licensed dri- 
vers) are left to Joyce’s close col- 
league — a former state tax com- 
missioner and mayor of Pitts- 
field, Robert Capeless. 

Where the utilities are con- 
cerned, Joyce takes a more ac-: 
tive interest. But rarely if ever 
does he appear before a commit- 
tee or ask legislators for their 
vote. That is beneath him. Those 
tasks are reserved for subor- 
dinates like Jim Cullen and 
Frank Valas. Cullen, one-time 
patronage secretary to the late 
Governor Christian Herter, 
works the House. Valas was re- 
cruited from the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee where he 


was the trusted aide to Chair- 
man Jim Kelly. The connection 
is important, as Kelly 

“Frank Valas is a bridge to 
me. In a tough situation, I'd find 
it difficult to say ‘no’ to him. I’m 
sure he wasn’t hired for that pur- 
pose, but it’s obvious that it’s 
part of it.” 

A different kind of bridge was 
Bob Caulfield, a one-time news- 
paper editor and television news 
director who had ties with Joyce 
before joining the Sargent ad- 
ministration as a policy adviser. 
After Sargent left office, Caul- 
field was added to Joyce’s staff. 
His media expertise provided 
Joyce with a resource he needed 
and helped fill out the already 
thriving intelligence. and lob- 
bying network. 

With all of these people scur- 
rying around Beacon Hill, Jim 
Kilroy concentrates on legisla- 
tive details. “He,” says Joyce, 
“is the fellow who follows every-

thing.” In addition, he’s one of 
the few people outside the clerks’ 
offices adroit at drafting legisla- 
tion. 


Finally, Joyce can offer his 
clients and friends within the 
political establishment some- 
thing unique among lobbyists: a 
top-notch legal defense com- 
ponent, criminal law expert Wal- 
ter Hurley. Not surprisingly, 
F.urley ends up with many of the 
most important political cor- 
ruption cases. Last year, he rep- 
resented MDC official Mason 
Condon (who fatally shot him- 
self after being convicted in a 
shakedown scheme) and former 
US magistrate Willie Davis (who 
was forced to resign during in- 
quiries into his relationships 
with defendants). This year, 
Hurley is representing former 
Boston Fire Commissioner 
James Kelly (acquitted last 
month of conspiring to solicit il- 
legal contributions for Mayor 
White’s re-election campaign 
but who faces further charges) 
and a top legislator who is the 
target of a federal grand jury 
probe into bribery charges. 


Mobilizing Research 
In addition to all this, Joyce, 
of course, has access to what he 


calls ‘a multi-million dollar re- 
search organization thr we 
don’t pay for, through clients 
and others,” which in critical sit- 
uations he will mobilize. One 
was last year’s showdown on 
Congressman Michael Harring- 
ton’s plan to create a public 
authority empowered to build, 
own and operate all future elec- 
tric generating plants in Massa- 
chusetts, a concept anathema to 
Joyce’s oldest clients. 

Though he knew that Har- 
rington (cousin to the Senate 
president) would place the issue 
before voters this November for a 
final decision, Joyce understood 
the strategic need for unequiv- 
ocal legislative rejection of the 
plan. He got it — a better than 4- 
1 margin in the House. A mem- 
ber of the congressman’s staff 
was impressed. “He does terrific 
work. I was walking out of the 
State House. Joyce was leaving 
with his entourage. He had his 
full lobbying team working the 
State House that day. There 
must have been 40 lobbyists 
from his office and the utilities 
themselves. Even though every- 
one knew the legislature would 
reject the bill, he was not de- 
terred from putting on a full- 
court press.” 

With Joyce courting the pow- 
er brokers and his small army 
working the rank-and-file, the 
private utilities over the years 
have managed to minimize the 
growth of municipal utilities. 


Unlike most other states, Massa- 
chusetts has refused to grant the 
40 municipals the right to float 
revenue bonds (that do not 
pledge a community's credit to 
guarantee the notes) in order to 
expand their plants and facil- 
ities. In addition, the legisla- 
ture, again complying with 
Joyce’s wishes, has not — and 
probably will not — give mun- 
icipalities interested in starting 
taxpayer-owned power plants 
the right to take by eminent do- 
main the lines and poles of the 
stockholder-owned companies. 
Without these options, the ex- 
pansion of municipal power in 
Massachusetts is slowed. 


Neanderthals 

“People see Joyce as a Nean- 
derthal representing Neander- 
thals,” says the Senate pres- 
ident. “In reality, he’s trying to 
bring the Neanderthals into the 
20th century.” Joyce sees him- 
self as a bridge between indus- 
try, with its often rigid views and 
inability to understand the poli- 
tical process, and the politicians 
themselves. ‘‘You try to act as a 
kind of catalyst. You try to con- 
vince the business community 
that in the long run something is 
good for them or is bad for them. 
And then you try to convince the 
people in the government of the 
same thing.” He is, to be sure, a 
shameless advocate of the “free 
enterprise system,” inclined in 


-amantly opposed to the con- 


cept, Joyce in the end was able 
to convince the private utilities 
to accept legislation allowing 
municipally owned companies to 
band together to build their own 
generating facilities and to buy 
from stockholder-owned firms. 
He saw the idea as a way for the 
private firms to unload excess 
capacity (to the municipals) 
and, equally important, as a cal- 
culated gesture designed to 
blunt Michael Harrington’s ar- 
guments for a’ Public Power 
Authority. The pressure from 
Nichols and his allies was in- 
tense. “A lesser man could not 
have survived crossing Nich- 
ols,”’ said one industry source. 


* “So much of what he gets is 
given unasked.” The comment 
came from a member of the leg- 
islative leadership. And it is 
true. It is testimony of a per- 
sonality so winning that even his 
most extreme ideological op- 
ponents, such as Frank King, 
head of Holyoke’s municipal 
power company and a long-time 
leader of municipals across the 


state, find themselves incapable 
of attacking the man personally 
despite a long history of poli- 
tical frustrations at his hands. 

It is also testimony to the per- 
ception among legislators that 
Joyce — through his relation- 
ships with Harrington, McGee 
and the rest of the leadership — 
has the capacity by a simple 
wink of the eye or look of disap- 
proval at a chosen moment to in- 
sure a lawmaker’s movement up- 
ward in the power structure or 
his exile to political purgatory. 
Thus is the nature of his power or 
at least of the illusion of his pow- 
er. One does not cross Joyce 
lightly. 

But, as much as anything else, 
it is testimony to the realization 
that Joyce understands the na- 
ture of politics to be the art of 
give and take. And Joyce, with 
influence in the private sector 
extending well beyond his 
clients, is more than willing to 
reward his legislative friends 
with a full spectrum of favors 
and services, from jobs to Red 
Sox tickets. It is, in effect, an in-. 
formal balance sheet of. debits 
and credits that Joyce is Proud 
to maintain and use. 


Favors for Pols 
Favors for the pols? “We try to 
_do that all the time, constant- 
ly,” he says. “I mean maybe 200- 
300 times a year. Maybe 10 times 
in a day. I take great delight in 
doing it.”

“Last week, 
a representative called up about 
two people who were constitu- 
ents of his, both with large fam- 
ilies, who were losing their jobs 
because of what was termed ‘a 
theft,’ not from any of my clients 
but from people I knew in other 
businesses. I spent three hours 
talking to security people and 
the others, and they had no case 
at all. It was a situation of a fight 
within the company whereby 
these people were being blamed, 
I still think unjustly. But I 
proved to them that they didn’t 


have a case at all. And they were | 


kept on.’ 

Joyce puts his book down and 
continues. “If Dick Gaines went 
to hs senator and said, “My 
electric bill is too high,’ right 
away, we make sure he’s talked 
to, an explanation is given and if 
it’s. not too high, then it isn’t 
changed. If it is, something’s 
done about it.” 

Of course, if anyone went to 
Tom Joyce directly with such a 
complaint, without going 
through his local pol, the call, 
you ‘can be sure, would be re- 
ferred to the complaints depart- 
ment and caveat emptor to you. 
It is not that Joyce is concerned 
about inaccurate electric bills 
per se or an employee’s dis- 
missal notice. His concern is pol- 
itics. He is concerned with the 
accumulation of IOUs from the 
pols. And only to the extent that 


~his .intervention will increase 
those is he likely to become 


involved. 
' “T have, a number of times, 
» gone to banks that I’ve been as- 
sociated with or knew where it 
was called to my attention [by 
pols, in most cases] that people 
were entitled to loans, but, 
because of the district they come 
from, they couldn’t get them. 
«And Id convince the people in- 
volved that they should, that 
they were entitled to it, and 
should receive it. We do an aw- 


* » ful lot of that kind of stuff.” 


Corporate Patronage 

Then there is _ corporate 
patronage, the willingness to 
find a job for a constituent or 
relative of a rep. or senator — in 
exchange for past or future con- 
siderations, to be sure. “I have 
over the years in many instances 
tried to do that and have 
sometimes been successful. And 
I would do it today, tomorrow or 
any time I can.” 

Many people, like Governor 
Michael Dukakis, one of Joyce’s 
most prominent detractors, are 
offended that Joyce is able to use 
personal relationships, jobs and 
tickets to influence the political 
process. They believe that 
decisions should be made on the 
basis of “right” and “wrong,” 
not on the basis of self-aggran- 
dizement, political advance- 
ment or even pressure. And per- 
haps they will be able to change 
things. 

But: Joyce is a realist and a 
competitor and, as a friend puts 
it, “is always looking to see how 
quickly he can take advantage of 
a situation. Even at 62, he’s not 
lost that thirst.” He deals with 
the system as it is, as it was in 
the bootleg clubs of New York 
City, as he learned it from Bill 
Callahan and Norman Mac- 
Donald, as it remains, largely 
unchanged, today. 


“No lobbyist, if he is any- 


good,” says a fellow prac- 
titioner, “has to go through a 
fully articulated position. Every 
one of us aspires to. be able to 
simply wink or nod his head and 
make his points. Tom Joyce just 
happens to be better at it than 
anyone else.” 

“He’s an institution,” says 
Kevin Harrington. “‘There’s no 
comparison to him on the Hill. 
When Joyce goes, no one will 
take his place. We might never 
see his type again. He’s the last

Village gay bar” dispute had 
been directed, instead, toward 
relocating the two troublesome 


_ clubs, there would by now be no 


dispute at all. 

Instead, community activists 
in Bay Village, the tiny, insular 
South End community border- 
ing Park Square, and the legal 
and political operatives em- 
ployed by Henry D. Vara Jr, 
owner of Jacques and The Other 
Side, have been locked in a bit- 
ter, dtagged-out conflict which 
seems to have booked for an in- 
definite run. Whenever the fight 


“has seemed near resolution, 


someone has done something to 
complicate and extend it. And 
now, after the embattled neigh- 
borhood activists really felt they 
had gotten the upper hand, with 
a Licensing Board ruling — up- 
held by the courts — actually 
forcing the bars to close at mid- 
night, there are distressing signs 
that it all is about to become un- 
done once more. 

The resourceful Vara forces 
are before the Licensing Board 
with yet another of their “com- 
promise” proposals designed to 
permit them to regain their 2 
a.m. closing, and there are, once 
again, signs that the Board is 
sympathetic. There were even 
reports at week’s end that two of 
the three board members, after a 
planned conference Friday with 
their lawyer, were on the verge of 
voting Vara’s way, possibly as 
early as Monday. 

Henry Vara’s latest ‘“‘compro- 
mise” is this: he would agree to 
close The Other Side, the larger

of his two Broadway watering 


holes, on a permanent basis and 
decrease the seating capacity of 
Jacques if, in return, the Licen- 
sing Board would restore the 2 
a.m. license to Jacques, Vara’s 
neighboring Nineties restaur- 
ant, and the adjacent P.B. Pub, 
which would then become the 
restaurant’s cocktail lounge. The 
idea is that Vara gets his extra 
hours and consequent profits 
and the noise-and-vandal- 
plagued neighborhood gets 
smaller and, presumably, less 
trouble-seeking crowds des- 
cending nightly upon it. 

But Vara’s vocal opponents 
quickly pointed to what they felt 
were two blatant inconsisten- 
cies in even calling this latest 
proposal a “compromise.” First, 
they claim the midnight closing 
of the clubs, in effect since early 
spring, is already a compromise, 
given that the Licensing Board 
had initially ruled that the clubs 
must move out of the neighbor- 
hood completely. (That order 
was struck down by the ABCC as 
beyond the local board’s 
powers.) Second, they argue that 
Vara is giving up nothing in this 
deal — because The Other Side 
has been closed since Memorial 
Day and the evidence indicates 
clearly that Vara, whatever the 


fate of his latest offer, has no in- 


tention of opening the place 


again. 

The Other Side’s last night of 
operation was Saturday, May 29. 
The next night the room was 
quietly closed and a similar 
Vara-operated gay bar, 
Together, opened at 110 Boyl- 
ston Street, adjacent to the 
Colonial Theater and across t 
street from the Common — the 
former location of the Sugar 
Shack, a club catering to a 
largely black clientele and 
featuring “‘soul” acts booked in 
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vs. ‘chain stores’

The old Sugar Shack acts are 
now being booked by the self- 
same Guarino (who also books 
the Vegas-style shows featured 
at Vara’s tinsel-and-tonic Ken- 
more Club dating bar, Lucifer) 
into Flicks, lecated in the bank- 
rupt Somerset. Hotel-turned- 
luxury-apartment-complex on 
Commonwealth Avenue. And 
it’s clear that Vara’s intent was 
to attract the old Other Side cus- 
tomers to Together. It seems a 
preferable location for such an 
operation in that it’s not in the 
midst of a residential neighbor- 
hood. Still, the Boston Police 
have been busily inquiring into 
the possibility that Vara may 
have transferred more than just 
his customers from Broadway to 
Boylston; they wonder if he has 
also transferred his employees 
(Together is run by Donald 
Richards, former manager of 
Jacques) and part of his liquor 
stock, without receiving re- 
quired Licensing Board permis- 
sion. 

Vara is also proceeding with 
plans to convert the old Other 
Side location into a small theater 
for the production, reportedly, of 
what he has described to 
associates as ‘“Off-Broadway- 
style gay-oriented=produc- 
tions.’”” He has already ap- 
proached a local architect about 


drawing up plans for such a con- 
version and has expressed his de- 
sire to bring in the bawdy revue 
Let My People Come as the 
new theater’s first presentation. 
An attempt a couple years back 
to bring this show to Boston — to 
the nearby Hotel Bradford, in 
fact — was thwarted when the 
Licensing Division of the 


- Mayor’s office threatened in ad- 


vance to close it down as soon as 
it opened. Vara would also re- 
quire an entertainment permit 
from the Licensing Division be- 
fore he could sell his first ticket, 
but that’s probably not a serious 
problem. The man has, after all, 
shown a remarkable capacity for 
getting what he wants from city 
agencies. 

The latest evidence of this is 
the curious softening of the tone 
of Licensing Board members to- 
ward Vara. Two of the three 
members of the Board who voted 
last year to force the clubs to 
move, then later agreed to shut 
them down at midnight, are now 
making sympathetic noises 
toward Vara and his Bay Village 
enterprises. 

A year ago, Board Chairman 
Charles Byrne was telling people 
privately that the Varad would 
stop at nothing to get their way. 
In the last couple of months, 
Byrne has been saying that the 
city owes the Varas something

NEWPORT, R.I. — James H. 
Van Alen has probably never 
even heard of the Beach Boys. 
Which only begins to explain 
why the US Amateur Grass 
Court Championships were 
briefly halted in mid-play last 
Wednesday afternoon while Van 
Alen led his exclusive as- 
semblage of courtside luncheon 
guests in a heartfelt rendition of 
“La Marseillaise.” 

“On Bastille Day!” chuckled 
Bud Collins. “Jimmy doesn’t 
realize that this is the day they 
strung up people like him.” 

Anachronism that the New- 
port Casino might be, and 
fraught with paradoxes though it 
was, this was Jimmy Van Alen’s 
tournament, and he would run it 
as he saw fit, even if it meant un- 
masking himself as a closet 
Francophile — right down to the 
display of the tricolor at center 
to honor the installation of the ula Smith’s pertectly sane s 

legendary “Four Musketeers” of 
the 1920s — Rene Lacoste, Henri 
Cochet, Jean Brotra, and 
Jacques Brugnon — into the 
Tennis Hall of Fame (James H. 
Van Alen, President) which is 
housed on the grounds of the 
Newport Casino, and the date 
was allegedly, coincidental. 

‘So, too, was the ironic fact 
that after two days of play, 10 of 
the 12 remaining seeded players 
were Californians — including 
seven of the eight women 
quarter-finalists. Ironic, that is, 
unless you take into account the 
additional circumstance that 
probably the two rarest things in 
the world of contemporary ten- 
nis are (a) amateurs and (b) 
grass courts. 

Virtually all the top Ameri- 
can amateurs today are varsity 
college players — a tennis 
scholarship representing, utter- 
ly, the only sound argument any- 
one has yet devised for anyone’s 
remaining an amateur — with 
the consequence that there is a 
significant year-to-year turn- 
over. (The tournament’s de- 
fending champion, Gonzalo 
Nunez of Ecuador via Texas 
University, fell from the ranks 
when he dropped out and turned 
pro just a month ago.) A corol- 
lary which postulates that vir- 
tually all of the top women are 
California collegians was borne 
out last week when the top three 
USC women reached the 
quarter-finals, joined by two 
from Stanford, one each from 
UCLA and Cal-Irvine, and a lone 
interloper, Lynn Epstein of 
Miami U., thus ensuring.a 
blonde, well-tanned final. 

But, again, the place teemed 
with contradictions all week.

tell people The Other Side is a 
direct descendant of the old Park 
Square Punch Bowl, now a park- 
ing lot, the truth is that the 
Punch Bowl license was trans- 
ferred up to Boylston Street in 
1967 and The Other Side’s li- 
cense formerly belonged to a 
nondescript restaurant, The 
~ Nile. Henry Vara built up his 
little cluster of Bay Village 
enterprises knowing full well 
that the nature of the neighbor- 
ae was changing. 
....The most telling development 
in pressuring the Licensing 
Board to change its tune,.there- 
fore, may ‘actually have been 
Vara’s declaration of bank- 
ruptcy for the two bars. One ob- 
server says board members were 
“horrified” at the bankruptcy 
proceedings and interprets their 
renewed efforts to reach a resolu- 
tion satisfactory to all con- 
cerned as a move to remove from 
themselves the blame for rob- 
bing anyone of his livelihood. 
But Henry Vara, who, by his own 
estimate, controls a dozen or so 
clubs in Boston, as well as an 
equal number located elsewhere 
in the state and in Florida, a pair 
of Rhode Island amusement 
parks and lots and lots of real es- 
tate, is not about to become a 
pauper. “The board,” said Jo- 
seph Edwards of the Bay Village 
Neighborhood Association,

Most distressed at the news of 
a possible return to 2 a.m. 
closings for what remains of 
Vara’s Broadway enterprises was 
Dr.- Lawrence Goeghegan, a Bay 
Village resident who is being 
sued by Vara for $500,000. Vara 


is charging that the good doctor 
maligned him by badmouthing 
him at a neighborhood meeting. 
Dr. Goeghegan has fired off 
angry registered letters to each of 
the three Licensing Board mem- 
bers arguing that, given the 
string of intimidating tactics em- 
ployé@by Vara since the fight- 
ing began (suing Geoghegan, at- 
tempting to smear Mayor White 
and former White aide Bob 
Kiley, and forming their own 
“bogus” neighborhood associa- 
tion to counter the existing one), 
“how can we accept anything the 
Varas have to offer on faith?” 

Rejecting even the notion of a 
“compromise” at this stage, he 
wrote, “May I suggest, we have 
been compromised for five 
years.” 


To restore 2 a.m. closings to 
the bars, both Chairman Byrne 
and board member Richard 
Arrington must agree. The new- 
est member, Jon Straight, has 
chosen not to participate in any 
such vote, given that he is, him- 
self, .a Bay Villager who has 
fought the Vara bars in the past 
and wants to avoid the appear- 
ance of conflicting interests. 


But whatever happens, the 
court battles will continue. Bay 
Villagers have vowed to appeal 
any 2 o’clock restoration to the 
ABCC which, ironically, has 
been most aggressive in enforc- 
ing the Licensing Board’s orders 
since Dukakis appointees have 
become its majority. Pending, 
indeed, is an ABCC order shut- 
ting down the two clubs for 60 
days for violating the midnight 


closing order — an order that is . 


being held up while the courts 
wrestle with the tangle of litiga- 
tion this protracted quarrel has 
spawned. 

And any. further rulings now, 
no matter how well-intentioned, 
can only complicate the litiga- 
tion still further.

The “California School” of detective 
fiction, as it has developed from Dashiell 
Hammett through Raymond Chandler to 
Ross MacDonald, is seen by some as a 
progress from pulp to literature, by others 
as a decline from straightforward action 
writing to diffuse pretentiousness. Lit- 
erary reviewers love MacDonald; writers 
who review mysteries exclusively often 
qualify their praise — you can tell they 
long for the old days when the hard-boiled 
detective sat in his office with his feet on 
the desk and his hat over his eyes, taking 
occasional slugs from the bottle in the 
desk drawer and waiting for a blonde to 
come through the door with a gun in her 
hand. A friend of mine once returned one 
of MacDonald’s Lew Archer novels I had 
recommended and said he didn’t want to 
read about “some middle-aged guy 
driving around in a second-hand Chevy.” 
I’m inclined to think MacDonald a better 
writer than his predecessors, but what he 
has gained in seriousness he may indeed 
have lost in entertainment value. In any 
event, the L.A. gumshoe is still very much 
with us, in films such as Farewell, My 
Lovely and The Drowning Pool, in end- 
less paperback reissues, and now in a 
biography of Raymond Chandler and the

The Life of Raymond Chand- 
ler (E.P. Dutton; 306 pp; $12.50) uses its 
subject’s own words whenever possible to 
tell his story. Readers of Raymond 
Chandler Speaking, the posthumous col- 
lection of his journals, essays and letters, 
know that Chandler was a marvelous let- 
ter writer; in some respects his letters 
were the best things he ever wrote.

He served with 
a Canadian outfit in the First World War 
and afterwards held a number of respon- 
sible positions with a Los Angeles oil syn- 
dicate. In 1924 he married Cissy Pascal, 
20 years his senior. It was a love match, 
but after a few years the age difference be- 
gan to tell on Chandler. This combined 
with his dissatisfaction with his job — he 
always wanted to be a writer — and 
started him drinking heavily. In 1932 he 
was fired for his drinking. He was 44, the 


Depression was on, and his wife was ail- ~ 


ing. It was at this point that he submit- 
ted his first story to Black Mask, the best 
of the pulp detective magazines. 
Chandler chose his genre carefully, 
taking Dashiell Hammett as his model. In 
his famous essay, “The Simple Art of 
Murder,” Chandler said that Hammett 


took murder out of the vicar’s rose garden — 


and “gave it back to people who commit it 
for reasons, not just to provide a corpse.” 
He admired Hammett’s style but thought 
he could improve on it. Stressing the im- 
portance of Chandler’s classical educa- 
tion, MacShane describes the style he 
evolved in his Black Mask stories of the 
’30s: “In dialogue he mimics American 
speech patterns ... in all other parts of 
Chandler’s prose . . . [he] writes in stand-

Richards, who has been hailed 
as a director particularly sensi- 
tive to faces, sees Stanton “‘as a 
man who has been.tred on for no 
reason,” adding, “it’s more than 
a face, it’s a quality of the man.” 
Stanton agrees: “The face is 
secondary. Of primary impor- 
tance ig the inner life, the par- 
ticular quality of energy you 
bring to a part.”

Now Stanton is achieving 
minence.

It is 1976, or four organs later. 
And there, in King’s Chapel, was 
Martha Folts. I wonder what 
Thomas Brattle, Esq. would 
have made of her. 

Though sobriety and skillful- 
ness are certainly there in her 
background — she has studied 
with Anton Heiller and Marie- 
Clair Alain, among others — Ms. 
Folts is not your everyday church 
organist. The piece de resis- 
tance of her recent Wednesday 
afternoon recital: was her own 
composition, Internal Organ. 
This had her wriggling into the 
interior of the instrument (C.B. 
Fisk, mechanical action, 1964) to 
play the piece from within. 

The world that most organists 
inhabit is as far from the musi- 
cal mainstream as Pitcairn Is- 
land is from Somerville. Just 
about everything arrives there 
late. What Martha Folts has dis- 
covered and is demonstrating to 
her scandalized colleagues is the 
esthetic of the’ new sonorities. 
No one is much surprised any- 


more when, say, a cellist draws a | 


wet galosh acroés the strings of 
the instrument or when Tibetan 
obscenities are muttered into 
flute fipples. However, the King 
of Instruments is new to all that. 
The possibilities are rich; at this 
point they must seem limitless. 

As to the music being written 
for the liberated organ, there 
doesn’t seem to be enough avail- 
able to. generalize about confi- 
dently. One problem with it is 
that the special effects require 
assistants who alter, frustrate or 
ignore the normal mechanical 
workings of the instrument. Ef- 
ficiency is out of the question. 
The musical discourse itself, 
therefore, goes by slowly and 
sparely, as if someone had some- 
thing uncommonly interesting to 
say to you but were proceeding 
by way of monosyllables only, 
with lots of silences in between. 

Some of Folts’s monosyllables 
were definitely more compelling 
than others. Part of the fun in Jn- 
ternal Organ came from not 
knowing how the noises were 
produced. (“‘Noise,” by the way, 
is not a pejorative term for Folts 
or for any of the composers who 
write fot her.) Here were a whis- 
tling tea kettle, the MBTA Red 
Line, sounds of drainage and hy- 
drolysis,-a malfunctioning hoo- 
kah. A piece called No Attack of 
Organic Metals (1973), by the 
New England Conservatory’s 
Robert Cogan, showed an iden- 
tifiably different personality, 
both tighter and more poetic- 
evanescent. I like what I took to 
be a foghorn, also the Waring 
blender full of ball bearings. But 
a couple of other pieces were ten- 
tative also-rans. 

If all this sounds tremendous- 
ly silly, it mostly is. Perhaps 
that’s the best way of getting our

What was Mata’s Mozart 
like? Fabulous. This reviewer 
thrashed around for a few min- 
utes at the beginning of each 
piece for comparisons — it was 
like unto Antal Dorati for rhyth- 
mic crispness, Bruno Walter for 
lyrical warmth, and so on — 
then gave up, willing to be as- 
tonished and delighted at every 
turn, especially by those “little” 
pieces; such as the German 
Dances, that can be read 
through, if there’s a hurry, or ta- 
ken for what they are: products 
of a genius-composer at ease, 
aiming, with not much pres- 
sure, to be popular and having at 
his disposal all the energies that 
went into Don Giovanni or Le 
Nozze di Figaro. If there had 


been juke boxes in Vienna and 
Prague in the 1780s, these 
dances would have been on them. 
_Mata’s Mozart was more than 
just “fluid” — the epithet most 
often applied to Seiji Ozawa’s 
conducting of the 40th Sym- 
phony and other pieces last Fri- 
day night. This delivered up a 
lively sense of the conversation- 
al tensions in the music, a mat- 
ter of minute delays and antici- 
pations of attack on the small 
scale, within the phrase. More 
telling details: the varied dyna- 
mics in the German Dance, 
K.600/5; the bringing out of sar- 
castic commentaries by the vio- 
las in A Musical Joke; the sense 
of breath, of a lively committed 
human being making those 
asymmetrical utterances in the 
Andante of the Symphony No. 
39. 
Had Mata’s reading been 
otherwise, and-by just a few de- 


grees, it might have been just 
fussy; it was a chancy approach 
to take with the BSO, which has 
no tradition at all of good Mo- 
zart playing (of any school), re- 
buffs the overparticular (as it did 
Neville Marriner last year), and 
generally wants to get on with 
the job. 

The thing about Mata was 
that he had a point of view about 
everything he conducted; he was 
successful in realizing it; and he 
stimulated the listener to want 
more. For instance, those vol- 
uminous German Dances, K. 
509, that Mozart wrote around 
the time of Don Giovanni. And 
what can Mata be like doing the 
Mahler 9th, which he has con- 
ducted in Mexico City to con- 
siderable acclaim? 

I read that Eduardo Mata’s fa- 
ther is still very active, running a 
ferry in Baja California. He must 
be proud. 
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Jon Anderson: 
OLIAS OF SUNHILLOW 
(Atlantic) 

The cycle of solo albums now 
completed by Olias of Sunhil- 
low seems to me Yes’s most 
worthwhile output since Close to 
the Edge. The music isn’t clear- 
ly better — often it’s worse — 
but these albums are purer, free 
of the ambiguities and internal 
squabbles that made Relayer so 
treacherous to analyze. Now we 
can see who is indubitably a 


creator and who is along for the . 


ride. 

I like Olias of Sunhillow very 
much, though it’s easily the most 
quixotic of the five. Squire’s al- 
bum, and Moraz’s to a lesser ex- 
tent, are about structure be- 
cause these two are primarily 
technicians (an asset in a bass 
player but bad news in a key- 
board player). Anderson’s con- 
cerns are different; his forte is 
the atomic material of music: 
the tiniest motifs, the simplest 
scales, the most basic emotional 
undercurrents. His “‘composi- 
tional technique” with Yes con- 
sists of playing a series of brief, 
intriguing phrases and letting 
the architects build them into 
symphonic movements. This al- 
bum has no such middlemen, so 
its primal quality is main- 
tained. And therefore it seems 
too simple for a lot of listeners 
who should like it. (But I've al- 
ready been accused of being a 
Moody Blues fan for saying so.) 

Rick Wakeman once said of 
Anderson, ‘‘He’s got a lot of the 
artistic moods and ideas that a 
lot of 20th-century composers 
who've been thoroughly schooled 
would give their. right arms for.” 
This is true if one specifies the 
minimalist composers: Steve 
Reich, Philip Glass and their 
circle. Their conception of mu- 
sic as a process is similar to that 
of Olias, though here the pro- 
cess is a stylized battle story. 
And though Anderson doesn’t 
actually write music, his tech-

nique with a tape recorder is suf- 
ficient. 

In fact, this and the other four 
solo discs suggests a blueprint for 
a revitalized Yes. And if Squire 
re-emerges as chief interpreter of 
Anderson’s ideas, the group will 
be as good as ever.

Southside Johnny & 
The Asbury Jukes: 

I DON’T WANT 

TO GO HOME (Epic) 

If Bruce Springsteen is (as he 
shouts in concerts) a prisoner of 
rock ’n’ roll, Southside Johnny, 
his friend and protege, seems 
more a disciple of the music he 
loves. Johnny’s no mere hack on 
a nostalgia trip: he’s got the spir- 
it and he takes his R&B seri- 
ously enough to do it well. But, 
while a prisoner is s by 
and bound to his captor, a dis- 
ciple only worships from afar. 
This distance between per- 
former and material is probably 
the most difficult problem with J 
Don’t Want to Go Home. For, 
with his good-gravel voice and 
gangster clothes, Southside 
Johnny is a presence. His kind of 
worship allows him to interpret 
rather than simply to imitate the 
perfect masters. But his singing, 
good as it is, is neither strong nor 
original enough to make the 
material his own. For all his styl- 
ish homage he’s still a silky- 
haired white boy trying to sound 
like a bluesman. The experi- 
ences he sings about are second- 
hand 


Of course, like every rowdy 
dance band on a debut album, 
Johnny and the Jukes suffer 
from the studio experience. The 
sly wit and hoarse frenzy that 
charmed and goaded the regu- 
lars in smoky seaside bars (and 
critics in the city clubs as well) 
come through only dimly. The 
camaraderie visible on stage is 
inaudible on wax. But for a 
small-town band made good, the 
effort is surprisingly polished. 


t’s perfectly true, however, 
that if it weren’t for Johnny’s 
famous friends this album might 
disappear into nice-try obscur- 
ity. But Springsteen and his gui- 
tarist, Miami Steve, have con- 
tributed something more solid 
than reflected glory, though 
that’s here, too. ‘They’ve pro- 
vided some good material, songs 
that give Johnny the chance to 
sound like himself. The title 
tune, “Sweeter than Honey” and 
“The Fever” draw on R&B as 
one of several sources and ad- 
dress the same concerns as “It 
Ain’t the Meat (It’s the Mo- 
tion)” in language and imagery 
closer to Johnny’s own. In these 
songs he can begin to substitute 
a persona for a pose. With such 
good friends to write for him, 
Southside Johnny may not have 
to go homesagain.

Duke Ellington: 

THE BETHLEHEM YEARS, 
VOLUME 1 (Bethlehem) 
THE ELLINGTON SUITES 
(Pablo) 

Three extended works, re- 
corded at various points late in 
Ellington’s career but previ- 
ously unreleased, make up The 
Ellington Suites. And what bet- 


time to receive The Queen's 
Suite (1959), penned by Duke in 
honor of our recent British vis- 
itor? The highlight of the work is 
“The Single Petal of a Rose,” a 


~ piano-bass duet which blends ro- 


mance, dark mystery and gran- 
deur into one of the most mem- 
orable Ellington themes. The or- 
chestra also has its .moments, 
with swampy chirps and croak- 
ing on “Lightning, Bugs and 
Frogs” and the clarinet and sax 
entwinings of Billy Strayhorn’s 
“Northern Lights.” But gener- 
ally the movements are straight- 
forward sophistication and lush 
exotica, fit for a queen but not 
this Duke’s best. 

Similar mood-making recurs 
on the Goutelas (1971) and 
UWIS (1972) suites, with an al- 
ma mater or polka theme thrown 
in where appropriate. There are 
also three dazzling ensemble 
mixes: “Get-with-Itness,” shift-. 
ing from a reed round to mad 
mazurka to chanting trom- 
bones, the 6/8 carried sturdily by 
bassist Joe Benjamin; “Some- 
thing,” a misty swirl of entire 
sections and individual instru- 
ments with great reed writing 
and some of Ellington’s finest 
writing for flute; and “Uwis,” 
shifting from medium lope to 
waltz, which contrasts warm

Harold Ashby tenor with plunger 
laments and ends with a flute- 
piccolo duet easily mistaken for 
Sun Ra. Solos are de-empha- 
sized (except in the train piece 
“‘Loco-Madi”) and the spotlight 
is on Ellington the ever-re- 
sourceful writer. 

The 1956 Bathlehem set, origi- 
nally entitled Historically 
Speaking, strikes a more repre- 
sentative balance between blow- 
ing and scoring and is the more 
valuable recording. In fact, after 
several reissues of middling in- 
terest, the reactivated Bethle- 
hem has unearthed a real trea- 
sure. Andre Hodeir complained 
loudly of the atrocious remake of 
“Ko-Ko” on this album, claim- 
ing this was proof that Ellington 
was a has-been, but Hodeir fo- 
cused on the sole turkey in one of 
the finest retrospective pro- 
grams of Ellingtonia ever as- 
sembled. The balance of this sur- 
vey and the stress on neglected 
material are impeccable: two 
pieces from the “jungle” °20s 
(“East St. Louis Toodle-oo,” 
“Creole Love Call”), two from 
the coming-of-age ’30s (‘“‘Stom- 
py Jones,” “The Jeep is Jump- 
in’”’), three at the pre-war pin-. 
nacle (“Jack the Bear,” “In a 
Mellotone,”” “Ko-Ko’’), three 
from the neglected postwar pe- 
riod. (““Midriff,” “Stomp, Look 
and Listen,” “‘Unbooted Char- 
acter”) and two contemporary 
works (“‘Lonesome Lullaby,” 
“Upper Manhattan Medical 
Group”). This great set played 
(with the noted exception) bril- 
liantly by one of the greatest El- 
lington bands (the personnel was 
virtually intact three years later 
when The Queen's Suite was re- 
corded!) gives deserved atten- 
tion to collaborator Billy Stray- 
horn — his “Midriff’’ and

His Music for Winds, 
Brass and Percussion is wonder- 
fully fresh.

noise as source material, instru- 
mental combinations arrayed as 
audible sculpture, a sense of lib- 
eration from the standard linear 
rhetoric that Western art music 
built up over the past several 
centuries. The piece aims to do 
the business of electronic music 
but with traditional instru- 
ments. It comes off spooky, in- 
ventive, sensuous, terse. But 
Lambro’s Structures for String 
Orchestra is another story, 
sounding like the shower-stall 
music from Psycho. Lambro’s 
program for the piece sheds little 
light on this “two movement 
musical warning to mankind of 
the serious overpopulation which 
confronts all of us today.” We 
are to imagine “gigantic rodents 
... picking away at subliminal 
people dying from malignant fe- 
vers.” Mr. Lambro, incidental- 
ly, was born in Wellesley Hills. 

The Meditation for String Or- 
chestra by Ramiro Cortes is unu- 
sual simply for having been 
tried. It certainly succeeds, 
though — in being the closest

George’s loyal subjects are in a 
heap of trouble. 

The Tory doctor’s pride has 
been inalterably damaged in pri- 
son, his brains addled, and the

Throughout his tribulation, how- 
ever, James was sustained by the 
notion that he would eventually 
return to his medical minister- 
ings and thereby recapture his 
self-respect.

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF 
MY MOTHER by Rosellen 
a 272 pp; Doubleday; 


It is interesting that of the 
slew of books by and about wom- 
en published in recent years, vir- 
tually none (with the notable ex- 
ception of Kinflicks) has had as 
its central theme the mother- 
daughter relationship. In The 
Odd Woman, Fear of Flying, Life 
Signs and Fay Weldon’s Female 
Friends, the main character’s 
mother plays an important role 
but one that is secondary to that 
of thé protagonist’s husband, 
‘lover or father. Now, however, 
poet and short-story writer Ros- 
ellen Brown's first novel, The 
Autobiography of My Mother, 
devotes almost exclusive atten- 
tion to a mother and her daugh- 
ter; there is scarcely a single sub- 
plot to distract us from Brown’s 
intelligent, insightful — and 
singleminded — consideration. 

The mother here is a divorcee 
with a successful career, the 
daughter a directionless stay-at- 
home — a reversal, in a way, of 
the roles we have come to ex- 
pect. At the start of the book, 
Renata Stein has returned to 
New York after an eight-year ab- 
sence and plunked down herself 
and her young daughter in her 
mother’s apartment. For Re- 
nata, being the daughter of 72- 
year-old civil rights lawyer Ger- 
da Stein has been a disastrous 
handicap. Convinced that she 
could never be her mother’s 
equal, she has never tried to be 


- anything. At 29 she is, by her 


own description, ‘‘a vapor of lazy 
habits . . . passive to the point of 
an endless drowsiness,” selfish, 
negligent of her own fatherless 
daughter (the men in this book 
disappear almost as soon as 
they’ve been introduced), and a 
hysterical do-gooder who does 
only harm. It is to Brown’s cred- 
it that we empathize as much 
with Renata as with her hard- 
working, imposed-upon mother, 
whose altruism and social con- 
science are repeatedly attested 
to by fawning talk-show hosts 
and Ms. magazine. For, as 
Brown skillfully shows, under- 
neath her idealism Gerda is a 
devastatingly, though uninten- 
tionally, cruel woman: she treats 
her daughter with the same dis- 
passion, the same rigid devotion 


ether wa 
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to principle — and the same dis- 
regard for human fallibility — 
that she uses in dealing with her 
clients. 

Written in the form of first- 
person narratives, the book al- 
ternates between Renata’s 
breezy, witty and petulantly ir- 
reverent observations and Ger- 
da’s ponderous formal English, 
which is so convoluted it some- 
times comes out inadvertently 
ungrammatical. When Gerda 
describes her own immigrant 
mother, who wandered from 
country to country With her four 
young children and a burden- 
some, childlike husband, she 
says, “She was like one of those 
ants you have seen who must 
drag from place to place a huge 
fly or a crumb far more massive 
than she” — a nice metaphor 
that could have been executed in 
half the words. And she is cap- 
able of sentences (such as “He 
friend Rosie Joe was pre- 
deceased before him”) that are 
just as obscure in context as 
without. As effectively as these 
sections convey Gerda’s char- 
acter, they tend to bog down the 
reader, and pompous people do 
not have to be boring in books, as 
writers from Dickens to Iris Mur- 
-doch have demonstrated.

It is in the interplay of the two 
women that the strength of the 
novel lies. At first Gerda and Re- 
nata seem to have little in com- 
mon, but as the book progresses 
they look more and more like a 
matched pair. When the son of 
Gerda’s housekeeper dies after a 
minor operation in a slum hos- 
pital, neither Gerda fiér Renata 
has the faintest idea what the 
loss means to the woman. Gerda 
sees it from a narrow legal view- . 
point: the housekeeper doesn’t 
have grounds for a suit. Re- 
nata’s reaction is equally imper- 
sonal and, in fact, inflicts more 
pain on the housekeeper; when 
Renata seizes upon Gerda’s fail-. 
ure to take the case to court as 
proof of her lack of humanity, 
the housekeeper becomes con- 
vinced that she, too, lacks the 
proper feelings and was some- 
how responsible for her son’s 
death. 

Brown is a talented writer with 
a fine sense of the complexities of 
human relationships. Our sym- 
pathj ver between Renata 
and a, as they do in real life 
when we hear different sides of a 
story from two persuasive 
people. Nevertheless, we don’t 
care much more about either of 
them in the end than at the 
start, and neither seems to have

Chandler published his first 
novel, The Big Sleep, in 1939. He 


the books he composed in this 
manner, but this matters less 
with Chandler than it would 
with most other writers; his cor- 
rupt Los Angeles atmosphere 
and racy style are always more 
important than his story. Soon 
reviewers ~began to take him 
seriously, and in 1941 Chandler 
entered into a lucrative but 
emotionally exhausting rela- 
tionship with Hollywood. He 
worked with Billy Wilder on the 
script for Double Indemnity, “an 
agonizing experience that has 
probably shortened my life, but I 
learned from it about as much as 
I am capable of learning, which 
is not very much.” Chandler 
underestimated himself: the 
script was nominated for an 
Academy Award. He also wrote 
an original screenplay, The Blue 
Dahlia, and worked with Hitch- 
cock on Strangers on a Train — 


Chandler was miserable. He was 
now in his late 50s, his wife in her 
70s. They lived a solitary life 
that Chandler interrupted with 


England and felt himself an exile 
in Los Angeles. It was not until 
1952, while he was working on 
his most serious novel, The Long 
Goodbye, that he and his wife 
were able to visit the England he 
had left 40 years before. Chand- 
ler was feted everywhere but the 
trip was very hard on Cissy, who 
died two years later. Chandler’s 
letter describing her death to 
Hamish Hamilton, his English 
publisher, is the most moving 
thing he ever wrote. 

The story of Chandler’s life 
after the death of his wife makes 
depressing reading. He made a 
half-hearted suicide attempt, 
went on and off the bottle, and 
became involved with a number 
of younger women. He com- 
pleted one more novel, Playback, 
which was a reworking of an 
earlier film script, and died in 
1959. 

MacShane’s biography is 
fascinating but he consistently 
overrates Chandler’s books. He 
explains, “I am treating Chand- 
ler as a novelist and not simply 
as a detective story writer. This 
is how Chandler looked at him- 
self, and with justice.” I-don’t 
think this is so. Chandler saw 
himself as doing the very best 
possible work in a limited form. 
He imagined something better: 
“‘a novel could be written which, 
ostensibly a mystery and keep- 
ing the spice of mystery, will 
actually be a novel of character 
and atmosphere with an over- 
tone of violence and fear.” This 
had already been done, of course, 
by Graham Greene. The best 
novels of crime, like Greene’s 
Brighton Rock, George V. 
Higgins’s The Friends of Eddie 
Coyle, or even Crime and

MacDonald’s characters are 
much more believable and 
Archer much less of a fantasy 
figure than Marlowe. Mac- 
Donald’s early books were very 
similar to Chandler’s, full of 
wisecracks and violent action.

Well, Huck 
Finn/Josey Wales/Clint East- 


wood ain’t trustin’ no Yank pro- 
mises and he don’t turn hisself 
in, and sure enough the Yanks 
give the ammesty and then shoot 
those pore Southern boys dead in 
their tracks with a concealed 
Gatling gun. So Josey, he just 
rides down from where’s he wat- 
chin’ and sneaks up behind the 
Gatling and kills the gunner and 
turns the gun on the Yanks and 
gives them a taste a their own 
medicine. 

Oh yes, there’s a lot of action 
in The Outlaw Josey Wales, and 
almost all of it consists of shoot- 
ing and killing which gets duller 
and duller as the blood gets 
thicker until the point seems 
only to construct a little essay on 


the observation, beloved by 
Freud, that few things in life give 
as much pleasure as the fantasy 
of destroying one’s enemies with- 
out experiencing any guilt. The 
introduction — which contains 
material for several movies, 
including some, like Miklos 
Jancso’s The Roundup, that al- 
ready exist — is merely a puri- 
fying overture that allows Josey 
Wales to light out for the terri- 
tories with a license to murder as 
matter-of-factly as any aven- 
ging angel. He’s a lethal Huck 
Finn firing bullets from every 
finger as he wanders farther and 
farther from civilization, grad- 
ually killing off companies of 
bounty hunters, Federal posses, 


and every other nasty drunkard, 
rapist and gunrunner in his path. 

But he is not wholly indis- 
criminate. While he’s happy to 
kill off most of the nine-tenths of 
the nation that wants to kill him, 
he somehow spares the oily 
businessmen he meets en route, 
giving them no more than a fair 
measure of contempt and a spit 
of tobacco juice, and he even 
makes occasional alliances, es- 
pecially with Indians who are in- 
ept due to age or who would, but 
for him, be victims of a white 
gangbang, and with a Northern 
family that happens to have a 
luscious daughter (she too is 
nearly the victim of a gang- 
bang). For Josey Wales is not a 


bad boy or a good boy gone 
wrong. He only does what both 
circumstance and morality re- 
quire. And at the end he passes 
safely into conspiratorial anon- 
ymity, receiving a nom de paix 
that might as well be Huck Finn. 
Sadly, however, it’s only “Mr. 
Wilson” (Pudd’nhead?) he’ll be 
called in his new Shangri-La, 
and now he’ll be free to marry 
again, build a house and raise 
another family. But you can bet 
anything there’s an audience out 
there for further Clint Eastwood 
adventures which arise from the 
twin beliefs that the world is 
filled with enemies and that the 
greatest joy would be to see them 
all dead by your own hand. O
